Robbery May

On Tuesday afternoon a color 
film containing many years of 
research on cancer was stolen 
from the Medical Building'af- 
ter a preview showing. ' , 

The film which took . more 
than a year to complete, is the 
only one of its kind, and is said 
to be one of the most impoVlrant 
milestones in the battle, to. con- 
quer cancer. . . . , . 

The robbery It being investigated 
by both the municipal police. and 
the lt.C.MJ>. In a statement to the 
press one person connected with 
the search for the film said that 
there might be the possibility that 
_ the valuable film was stolen by a 
foreign government, whch had re- 
cently placed millions of dollars to 
* start a research program of their 
own. 

BEST HLM OF CANCER 

When shown to a group of 
selected physicians, they Judged It 
to be the best medical film on the 
subject. On Tuesday it was shown 
. to a group of 19 selected medicil 
students, and after the showing. Dr. 
J. Ernest Ayre, who made the film 
and was Iceeping It under his cusr 
tody, left the lecture hall with the 
students, leaving it unguarded in 
the projector. On their return to 
the lecture hall, both the film and 
the projector had disappeared. 

Two men were seen running up 
the stairs by the porter, after Dr. 
Ayre and the students had left 
He also . stated tha^ the two men 
seemed familiar in appearance, and 
that 1ft had teen them in the 
t building on other occasions.

U.of M.Meds 
Offered Post 
Grad. Course 

Montreal, Jan. 22. — (CUP) — A 
post-graduate course for specialists 
in the faculty of Medicine at the 
^University of Montreal is now 
belrfg started. The Faculty of 
Medicine bat inaugurated this year 
in ita different labs post graduate 
courses leading to a Master's De- 
gree, with - tha ..view to.- K' better 
culture and for Immediate prepara- 
tion of a competent teaching tt^ff 
for both the' faculty and the hos- 
pitals. 

Eighteen young doctors have al- 
ready enrolled In these courses 
which eventually lead to the fol- 
lowing specialties: Medicine, Sur- 
gery, Gynecology, Obstetrics, Pedi- 
atrics, Children's Surgery, Ortho<' 
, paedics and Anaesthesia. This' 
-course it scheduled to talce five 
years, distributed as follows: two 
years' hospital and univertity work, 
in third year the ttudoit chooses 
bis specialty, the fourth year is de- 
voted to his specialty, while the 
fifth year Is spent at some other 
post graduate school. 

For the French Canadian Medi- 
cal Profession, especially these 
post graduate courses are of great 
importance as formerly those doc- 
tors who wished to si>ecialize in 
any particular branch of medicine 
had to continue their studies In 
.Europe or the U.S. Because of the 
.. high, expenses, involved many 
hopeful docton had to forget and 
give up their chosen ; epecialtiesi 
however from now on all those de- 
siring to specialize win liave the 
opportunity to do so. 

The Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Canada has been 
approached with the object of rec- 
ognixlng this diploma as equiva- 
lent to that given j^1>y the Royal 
College Itself. 



Not'l Reteorch Council 
Offers Scholorships 

The National Reiearcl} Council 
has issued an invitation for appli- 
cations for post-graduate scholar- 
ships in science, tenable during the 
academic session beginning October 
1 next. 

To those applicants who have 
graduated "cum laude" in scienti- 
fic studies,, bursaries of $450 will 
be opened for award. TTie council 
Is also donating studentships worth 
$780 for those students with ex- 
perience In research work in 
science for at least one year follow- 
ing graduation. Fellowships of $000 
as' well are being offered to those 
applicants who have given distinct 
evidence of capacity to conduct in- 
dependent research in science.

"Gen Nite," the first in the ser- 
ies of lectures designed to acquaint 
undergraduates with the opportu- 
nities and problems of their prost- 
graduate life, and the best Univer- 
sity preparation for the career of 
their choice, will be held tonight 
in the Union Ballroom at 8.00 p.m. 
Tonight's speakers will be well- 
known meinbenj,of the teaching 
staff of :McGIU,'Îw'>o ;.wiir.speàk on 
what McGill has to offer the un- 
dergraduate in preparation for his 
work outside Uie University. 

The Faculty members chosen for 
this meeting represent in their 
vocations the major subjects of in- 
strucUon at McGill; this will en- 
sure as broad a picture as possible 
of the training offered to the un- 
dergraduate in all faculties. Thus 
it is hoped that all students who 
attend will learn something of 
value to them personally, In the 
selection of their courses at the 
University. - 

"Gen Nite' 'is one of the first re- 
sults of the efforts of the Arts and 
Science Education Committee. The 
Committee felt that the many cases 
of students changing faculties in 
the middle of their University life 
were Indicative of a lack of direc- 
tion on the part of the University, 
and the absence of knowledge of 
the actual conditions prevailing in 
the business and professional world 
of today. In an attempt to better 
these conditions, the series of 
"Gen Nite" lectures, under the gen- 
eral title of 'The University and 
Your Future", were inaugurated. 

Professor Gillson, ,r former 
Chairman of Mathematics De- 



partment, and now Vice-Principal 
of Dawson College, will chair to- 
morrow night's meeting, and will 
also take part in the period of 
questions from the floor, which 
will round off the evening. Pro- 
fessor Hughes, head of the Depart- 
ment of Education at McGill, will 
speak on the topic for the meeting, 
itom the point - of view' of the Hu- 
manities. When informed as to the 
purpose of "Gen Nite", Professor 
Hughes heartily endorsed the idea; 
'The more the Staff and the stu- 
dents at McGill gel together," he 
stated, "the better it will be for aU 
concerned. I am sure that these 
meetings will prove of value to all 
students who have retained an 
open mind about their University 
education." 

Other speakers will be Dean D. 
L. Thomson of the Faculty of 
Graduate Stfidies ' and Research, 
speaking from the viewpoint of 
the Physical and Biological Sci- 
ences, and Dr. Beach of the School 
of Commerce, representing the So- 
cial Sciences.

Final plans for to-night's forum 
on the "Causes. of War", to'be held 
in the Grill Room of the Union at 
8.IS were released yesterday after- 
noon and call for the evening to De 
divided into two parts.

Dr. K. Stern, of the Allan Memorial 



Institute, Royal Victoria Hospital, 
noted local psychiatrist, will present 
the opinions of his particular field 
of endeavour. ' 

The meeting Is under the' spon- 
sorship of the Political Economy 
Club, International Relations So 
ciety. Historical Club and the. So 
ciological Society and marks the 
first time that these groups' have 
pooled their efforts to present 
panel discussion of this nature. As 
has been pointed out during the 
past week, the meeting is an at- 
tempt to coordinate discussion in 
the, various fields of the social set 
ences into one complete set of cau- 
sal^ factors. 

. Dr. Sterh,vwho; is speaking at 
the invitation' of ' the IntemaUohal 
Relations Club, is the only mem 
ber of the quartet of experts who 
is not a professot in the Faculty of 
Arts and Sciences. Educated at 
Munich, Berlin and Frankfort uni 
versitiek, he came to England on a 
scholarship In 1D30. Arriving in 
Canada in 1939, he was attichcd ta 
the Verdun Protestant Hospital 
and the Montreal Neurological In- 
stitute and since 1044 has been on 
the staff of the Allen Memorial 
Institute.

E. Davie Fulton, the Progressive 
Conservative Member of Parlia- 
ment for Kamloops, B.C.-, will 
speak on "Why we need ■ BUI of 
RlghU," at one o'clock to-day in 
the Union Ball Room. 

The speaker has been co-operat- 
ing with J. G. Dlefenbaker, M.P., 
who is moving for the adoption of 
a Bill of Rights at the forthcoming 
Parliament at Ottawa, and has 
made a particular study of this 
subject Thit Is the first open meet- 
ing of tite new term sponsored by 
the Progressive Conservative Club 
and Is open'to' air Interested. 

Mr. Fulton, who has Just com- 
pleted a tour of Canada during 
which he spoke at several Universi- 
ties, is one of the youngest mem- 
bers of the federal house and' has 
since his election In June 1943 taken 
an active part-In''an debates. In 
addition to his duties'in the house 
he Is also the President uf the 
Young Progressive Conservatles of 
Canada, a position to which, he was 
elected last March. Mr. Fulton 
comes from a family, long Interested 
in poIIUct tince both^hli father and 
hit grandfather terved in the Con- 
servative adfnhiistrations of British 
Columbia at different times. 

Graduating from the University 
of British Columbia in 1936, Mr. 
Fulton also spent three years study- 
ing at Oxford on a Rhodes scholar- 
ship. Upon his return from Eng- 
land he opened a legal practise at 
Kamloops but. with the advent of 
war he gave this up and .enlisted 
In the' Seaforth Highlanders, pro 
ceedipg overseas. In 1940. He serv- 
ed for a considerable time in Italy 
and upon his return'from overseas 
was elected to Parliament from 'his 
home constituency, 'having'' been 
flown back home after his nomin- 
ation. Mr. Fulton incidentally has 
the distinction of being one of the 
first members of the Federal Par- 
liament to' attend a McGill Model 
Parliament since he was an inter- 
ested spectator at last night's ses- 
sion. 



Clergyman to 
Speak on lona 
At 8 To-day 



Rev. George F. MacLeod, M.C. 
D.D., will be the speaker at a meet- 
ing to be t)eld at B p!m. tonight In 
the Divinity Hall. 3520 University 
street Dr. MacLeod Is a Scotsman, 
educated at Winchester, Oxford and 
Edinburgh. He served throughout 
the First Worid . War and was 
awarded the CroIx-de-Guerre. This 
is not the first time, that he has 
been In Canada, for he was, at one 
time, after his war service, a chap- 
lain In the lumber camps of British 
Columbia. On his return to Scot- 
land he served in two churches In 
succession,' of which the latter was 
the Govan Parish Church, the larg- 
est and most severe parish In Glas- 
gow, amongst the Ciydesldc work- 
ers. 

From the Govan Church he moved 
to found the'"FrIends of lona Com- 
munity" and the lona .Community 
Itself, which is on the -site of an 
ancient monastic mission in the 
island of lona off the coast of Scot 
land. 

The nature of the experiment in 
worship, work and study which is 
being carried on by the lona Com- 
munity will be the subject matter 
of Dr. MacUod's talk tonight His 
talk will be illustrated by motion 
picture flbns of the island. Ah In-

Federation's Amendment Garried 
As Model Parliament Dissolved 



Ihe amendment to the Progres- 
sive Conservative Bill proposed by 
the C.C.F. party . at last night's 
Model Parliament was passed by 'a 
large, majority. Bill Archer, Prime 
Minister In the Progressive Conser- 
vative government dissolved Par- 
liament before a vote- could be 
taken on the government bill. The 
Liberals and C.Ç.F. joined with the 
L.^J>. ' Oppoisitlon to sustain the 
amendment i,.. J; . , 
' 'The Bill* introduced by the gov- 
ernment was intended to reaffirm 
the principle of prallamentary 
supremacy by giving Parliament as 
a whole. Instead of ' the Cabinet 
alone, control over the organizaton 
and administration of all Crown 
companies.' Hie, CCJ". amendment 
proposed that formulation of gen- 
eral policy aIone .be left in the 
hands of Parliament, that organiza- 
tion and admlnlstraton remain in 
the hands of the Cabnet and that 
public enterprise in certain fields 
be reaffirmed and extended. 

Bill Archer and. I«n Beaton were 
main speakers for the Government 
Speaking In rebuttal of the Opposi- 
tion Parties, the ]QpIme Minister 
claimed that they were trying to 
bring up false issues and throw 
dust In the eyes of the voters, the 
main issue behig - whether legisla- 
tive power properly belonged to 
Parliament itself or to the execu- 
tive. 

John Swltzman. speaking for His 
Majesty's Loyal Opposition, decried 
the demagogy of. the Government 
and expressed surprise that they 
had made no reference to private 
enterprise . now that they found 
themselves in power.

One of tlie theories on wliioh true democracy 
is based is ttic power of criticism in tlie liends 
of the electorate — the opportunity for the or- 
dinary voter to state his views and to impress 
on the governing body where he believes they 
are not performing their duties in the best man- 
ner.

At that 
time it was pointed out that aside from a spe- 
cial meeting of the Society, called usually for 
some specific Question only, there was no op- 
portunity for the average student to voice his 
complaints to the Students Executive Council 
— except via the Daily's Letter Forum the re- 
■ suit was the inclusion of a clause calling for a 
meeting within the first month of each new 
term.

At the same time, they will be 
afforded an opportunity to test general opinion 
on various questions which 'have been topics 
of interest and often of misunderstanding on 
the campus.

Wc ' trust that the turnout will indicate a 
heightened interest in the affairs of the campus.

Ilka Chase once wrote a beautiful article to wo- 
mèn reavealinft the secret, galntd by ]6ng experi- 
ence, of how to meet the man of their separate dreams 
and longings. It ran something, as follows: 

Get ready to meet your girl friend for shopping 
or a show. You walk to meet her. Within ten min- 
utes the sun is covered with storm clouds and the 
rain la falling in torrents ... the new coa( is soak- 
InKt the nylons tight, feet cold . . . hair Ulce a mop 
. . . mascara running . . . makeup streaked. And at 
this moment (it always happens) the man of your 
dreanu appears, standing at the comer and looking 
at you with a queer expression on his 'face. You 
crack a terrible little joke and run away feeling 
humiliated, mad and lilte you want to cry. That's 
the formula. 

With me it's different. Whenever I want to gel 
the thing of my latent wishes, all I have to do is 
determine to study. The second to last time I de* 
dded I would really get down and plug for exams 
... the war with Germany^ ended. The Isit time 1 
firmly set my jaw in 'detirmin'atio'n was lest Friday. 

Naturally there arose a brilliant opportunity the 
moment I sat down. .The phone rang and Bob Allen 
was on the other end. He was having a little gather- 
ing of friends to hear Huddle Ledbelly, would I like 
to come over? No, I was going to study. Oh, that's 
too bad; he thought I was Interested in Southern 
music' and since Huddle was the greatest exponent 
of all jaiz exponents on guitar and had recorded foi 
the U.S. Library of Congress or some such thing, he 
thought I might like him, but . . . 

I didn't wait to hear more but said I'd drop in 
if I could. I could and did, being completely changed 
in 30 seconds and out of the house in another thirty. 
It took me a little while to thread my way through 
the graves opposite Ridgewood avenue but it was 
worth It, I decided, after hearing Ledbelly ... for 
here indeed, was one of the greatest of all jazz ex- 
ponents, a man who lived in the medium and realized 
himself through It . . . a writer's dream of a jazz 
man .... a living symbol of the old South, of 
"N' yoahleans" at the turn of the century the era 
of true follf Jazz that has now faded out into com- 
mercialized exposition and exploitation. I was ex- 
cited, and took a couple of ryes. At this I became 
more excited and switched to Scotch. Three beers 
later, the concert began. 

Now, there Isn't much to say about a Jazz concert 
of Impromptu blues, elemental boogie, folk rhythma 
and the like . . . either you like it or you don't. 

But there is this much to say: if you don't like it 
. . . you're crazy. You can excuse yourself from 
modern swing on the claim of being a highbrow, 
from Bach, on being a lowbrow, but on no count 
from jazz, 'cause there was everybody there from the 
teddibly, leddlbly rich to the perpetually broke; 
from radio directors, producers, actors, singers to 
novelislc. pseudo-philosophers and script writers (a 
pretty fair cross-section from high to low, you'll 
admit), and one and all we made a vow through the 
smoke haie that we would attend his concert on 
Friday night at the Monument National. 

I would heartily advise you to do the same, for 
this is the kind of a man that makes Hot Air waves 
. . . and since you can't get him on the air, get him 
in person . . . you won't be sorry,

The rathèr awe-Inspiring list of 
degrees belonging to, Dean Thom- 
son caused- your reporter to ap- 
proach him with some trepidation, 
but upon meeting the Dean, his 
affable air and genuine Interest 
in undergraduates soon dispelled 
any such Ideas. This interest in 
students and their problems takes 
Dr. Thomson (o the Student-Stiiff 
conference at Mlddlcbury College, 
Vermont, every year, to discuss the 
general problems of education. 
* An Englishman by birth, Dean 
Thomson did his undergrsduate 
work at Aberdeen, and continued 
with his poat-graduate studlea at 
Cambridge. In 1928, . he came to 
McGIil as a lecturer in Blow 
Chemistry, has, in his own words, 
"kept on climbing," and todsy holds 
the position of Dean of the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research. 
Even this exalted position, ■ how- 
ever, does not offer him any 
respite from giving innumerable 
lectures, as he will be the first to 
assure you.. 

The Dean had a few words to say 
about the relative conditions per- 
taining to English and Canadian 
college life. Englsh 'education is 
more a matter of "sink or swim" 
according to one's own individual 
offerts. He also pointed out that the 
Canadian student suffers more 
exams than his English confrere.

. . . ANTHROPOLOGIST 



This evening The Canadan West 
Indian Progressive Student Centre 
will present Mrs. Paul Robeson In 
a lecture on the future of Africa. 
This talk will be accompanied by 
an interpretative . dance . by the 
Negro Theatre Guild Dance Group. 
Tickets at $1.00 and $1.50 may be 
obtained st the Canadian Legion 
Memorial Hail at 1191 Mountain 
Street, where the talk Is to be 
given. 

An American anthropologist and 
author, Mrs. Robeson is the wife 
of the internationally known 
Negro actor and singer iPaul Robe- 
son. Active in the cause of the 
Negro people she is a lecturer on 
race relations end other aspects of 
democracy. . ' 

Bom in Washington and brought 
up in an intellectual atmosphere. 
Ihe girl was deeply influenced by 
the family's strong Interest In poli- 
tics and racial questions. After 
studying for a period at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois she decided on a 
career in chemistry. She came 
East to New York, where at the 
Teachers College of Columbia Uni- 
versity she earned her Bachelor of 
Science degree in chemistry in 
1023. Two years previously on 
August 17lh she had been married 
to Paul Robeson, then a student at 
Columbia Law School. Dyring her 
atudent years she began' to work 
as surgical technician and chemist 
at the Presliyterian Hoapital, a po- 



sition she held unUl 1925. 

Mrs. Robeson studied anthropol- 
ogy at London University and at 
the London School of Eeonomica 
from 1835 to 19.17. specializing in 
the subject of Africa, the Negro- 
land, later all coloured peoples. In 
1036 she set out on a kind of an- 
thropological field trip to observe 
for herself the peoples and coun- 
tries which had been loosely lab- 
eled "primitive" and "backward." 
Since she quickly discovered that 
visas for Negroes to visit Africa 
were difficult to obtain, Mrs. Robe 
son cited her studies and desire 
for practical research as the reason 
for her Journey. Accordingly, with 
her young son, she boarded the 
S.S. Winchester Castle and started 
on the travels which were to cover 
a continent and result In "African 
Journey,'* published about nine 
years later, In 1045. 

In November, 1939, the Robe 
sons returned to America, where 
Mrs. Robeson continued her stud 
les at the Hartford Seminary 
Foundation, where she took her 
Ph.D. in anthropoiigy in 1945. 

Living In Enfield, Conn., Mrs. 
Robeson has been an active work 
er in the Red Cross Motor Corps 
and. as always, a militant partisan 
In the cause of the NegroI.She has 
lectured widely on race relations, 
Africa and colonialism and In late 
August of 1945 Joined the staff of 
the Council on African Affairs. 



Marguerite Piazza Excellent 
In Puccini's "Butterfly" 



A good performance of Puccini's 
famous opera "Madame Butterfly" 
was presented last night by the 
Opera Guild of Montreal with Mar- 
guerite Piazza in the title role tak- 
ing all the honours.^ John Broolcs 
McCormaek, as Lt Pinkerton. was 
a great disappointment The.aup- 
porting cast were good In their 
roles, the orchestra played ably. 
Especially distinguished was the 
performance of the choir. 

In the first act McCormaek sets 
a wooden and dull pace. The per- 
formance begins to take on life 
when Marguerite Piazza enters. 
She is preceded by ihe first appear- 
ance of the choir, whiciv was— as 
throughout the opera— unified, soft 
and melodious, wth a far away 
sound that made It mysterious and 
intense. < 

The wedding scene had drama, 
as had the entrance of the Bonze. 
The love duet was well done, with 
McCormaek^ a little more lively — 
Although he did pull her elbows 
backward a bit , too much. Carlos 
Alexander, as the U.S. Consul, and 
Simone Fllbotte, gave good char- 
acterizations and able singing, as 
they were to do throughout the 
rest of Vàt performance. . : 

Act n was the best part , bl the 
Opera. Misses Piaua and FUbette 
make a perfect team; their diarae- 
terizations were well done and 
very sympathetic. Miss Piazza's 
singing had perfect tone control, 
and a good range. She had little 
volume, but her characterization, 
as a sweet, light-hearted Butterfly 
did not demand more. Miss Fll- 
botte had good range but lacked 
volume. 

Notable In Miss Piazza's per- 
formance was the simplicity and 



naturalness of all her movements. 
She had vigour and youth and 
fr^hness/J* She passed from one 
mood to another. And the famous 
aria was sung with such simplicity 
—that had one not Icnown It was a 
famous aria one would have 
thought that sihe was merely chat- 
ting, confiding her thoughta to her 
maid. 

The whole scene was tense. 'The 
consul acted well; he was second 
only to Miss Piazza in his under- 
standing Interpretation. The choir 
and the orchestra distinguished 
themselves.. The ending, with the 
three women standing at the, win- 
dow, waa a perfect harmonization 
of all the elements: drama, music, 
choir— it was. perhapo. the high 
point of the performance. 
■ The melodrama and tht sadness 
of the last act are well known. 
Miss Piazza was again outstanding. 
Mr. McCormaek was rather colour- 
Icssj and unbending. Emil Cooper 
conducted with precision and feel- 
ing. 

Praise is due to the Opera Guild 
for bringing u* a "Butterfly" per- 
formed by Miss Marguerlte^iMatu, 
and so very ably conditeted tqr Mr.
